Until now 20,000,000,000 marks, 


($5,000,000,000) have been

and our estimates of war needs still 
are exceeded by real war expenses. 
The expenses in one month are more 
by one-third than the total expenses 
tor the war of 1870, but every Ger- 
man knows that the sacrifice will not 
be in vafn. 
The grant of new mil- 


lions means a guarantee of unmov- 
able determination on the part of 
German people. 


"During the war we will not in- 


crease the gigantic burden 
of 
the 


people by taxation. 
A tax on war 


profits can only be raised at the con- 
clusion of the war. 
It will be paya- 


ble both in cash and in a war loan. 
Onr economic future must be freed 
from the gigantic burden of war. 
The heavy burden of thousands of 
millions will be borne through de- 
cades by the instigators of the war 
and not by us. 


"Both the first war loans were 


eOYered partly by the war chest and 
partly by cash in hand at the Reich- 
shauptkasse, (Imperial Treasury) at 
the outbreak of the war. To this 
must be added the surplus of the 
great budget of 1914-1915 which, in-

marks ($14,500,000), amounted to 
219,000,000 marks ($54,750,000). 


Beyond this, greater amounts must

Convoys of British Warships Hovered

New York, Aug. 21.—Passengers 


and crew of the White Star liner 
Cymric asserted upon their arrival 
here today that 
the 
Cymric had 


been convoyed for 36 hours after 
leaving Liverpool, August 11, by re-

number and that she had not been 
permitted to sail unless accompan- 
ied until the war zone had been left 
behind. Several passengers said tha 
periscope of a submarine had been 
seen, but officers of the Cymric de- 
clined to discuss the assertion. 


The Cymric took 
virtually 
the 


same course as the Arabic, which 
also flew the White Star flag on the 
latter's last westward trip 
which 


ended Thursday morning with her 
destruction by a German submarine 
off the southern coast of Ireland 
The Cymric carried 189 passengers 
of whom 105 were in the steerage. 


From the time of casting off un- 


til the war zone was 
cleared, 
the 


passengers said the Cymric sailed in 
momentary readiness for 
a 
death 


blow. 
When the steamer left the 


dock, the high flag pole recently 
erected at the mouth of the Mersey 
where all outgoing \essels could not 
fail to see it displajed the warning 
that German submarines were lurk- 
in nearby waters. 


This warning, the passengers said, 


was in the form of a big black ball 
hoisted at the top of the pole. 
It 


had been agreed among ship owners 
at Liverpool, it ^as said, that the 
black ball was to bp the signal of 
danger when the admiralty's warn- 
ing of nearby submarines came to 
port too late to wain outgoing craft 
by messenger or telephone. 


Before the Cymric was out of the 


Mersey, sailors provisioned the life- 
boats and swung them outward. The 
passengers were assembled aiid as- 
signed their respectne places in the 
boats, so that there might be no con- 
fusion in emergency 


When clear of Liverpool harbor, 


the Cymric sighted a small cruiser, 
formerly a converted yacht, which

is Ceratonia siliqiiu. This plant per- 
tains to the pea family, and the husks 
are sometimes ne.a ly a foot iu length. 


These husks contain very bard seeds 


resembling beans, i\ hich may be eaten 
with relish, although one would soon 
tire of them as a sole article of diet 
Occasionally the'-e husks are to be 
found in England and this country in 
confectioners' shops, where they are 
known as "St John's bread." 


In the east in the old days the plant 


was regarded with disfavor, not be- 
cause it was thought to be unpalatable, 
but because of its association with 
swine. Together t\ ith the acorns of a 
species of oak called Quercus aegilops, 
it served as the principal food of pigs 
and hogs.—Every Week.

SOCIALISTS VOTE 


In Heichstag Favors War Loan, Al- 
though Leader Talks About Peace. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, August 21.—Via London—- 


In the course of the debate today in 
the Reichstag, Dr. Kduard David, the 
Socialist leader said: 


"There lives in the hearts of the 


German people as in all other peo- 
ples, a longing for the day of the re- 
storation of peace. It were ill for 
humanity if it were otherwise. The 
European peoples are bleeding from 
thousands and thousands of wounds. 
Every day of the war means further 
frightful destruction of values. 


"Therefore, I point again today to 


the declaration 
which our 
party 


made in the Reichstag. We adhere 
to the principle declared on August 
4, 1914, that an end must be made 
to the war as soon as our enemies 
are. inclined to make peace. 


"Lust for conquest must not pro- 


long this war unnecessarily. 
Em- 


peror William said we were waging 
no war of conquest, and the chan- 
cellor's 
speech yesterday supplied 


further proof. 
Unfortunately, Ger- 


many's enemies are not yet inclined 
to peace, notwithstanding their se- 
vere defeats. 
There leading states- 


men only recently asserted the de- 
termination to continue the war un- 
til Germany is crushed 
and 
their 


plans for conquest 
are 
realized. 


They are still looking

allies 


among the neutrals. They say time 
is their ally, and hope to wear out
